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MINTMASTER’S QUILL: An Editor’s Prerogative 


My Friends: 


For thirty years, I have editorialized in these ‘Mintmaster’s Quill’ on a ready roster of issues and insights, and as the 
Founder of our Association, the late Denis N. Hooker, once remarked “most of the time he is damn right’. Through these three 
decades, I have expounded and advocated; yet, with this ‘Quill’, I shall react. 


Recently, in two separate conversations, two of my most respected and revered numismatic, coin hobby, compatriots, 
real and ready foot soldiers in the trenches, stated each is tired, done, and finished, the combination of personal demands and the 
demands of service to end with our hobby have taken their toll. They both state the cruelest of conclusions: ‘it is no longer fun’. 


For nearly forty years, since my embryonic beginning in 1974 with the Vallejo Numismatic Society through those 
famous short days as an American Numismatic Association (ANA) Governor and now concluding term as California State 
Numismatic Association (CSNA) President, with all those late meeting evenings, long weekends typing NCNA HEADS AND 
TALES, and the succession of trips to the post office boxes and printers, all through it----a// through my teaching career which 
paralleled my numismatic, coin hobby, career----never has such cruelty been heard: ‘it is no longer fun’. 


Those words ring in my mind. Those words speak of exhaustion, of disrespect, of being used, and of just simply being 
done. While all of us, in various times and degrees, may conclude the same, and as any mature adult has long learned, ‘nothing 
lasts forever’, it is still shock and surprise to hear this from two who are, or once were, the stalwarts of our hobby, from the local 
level to the national level. 


What Prompted This? I Answer: ‘Burnout’. 


When I began my teaching career, back in 1977, one of the warning and fear to those so new that they still did not 
know how to take roll or operate a film projector----remember those 16mm films you saw in high school biology?----was 
‘burnout’, that tired, finished, and done condition. Education lost many to ‘burnout’, and now are hobby may lost, forever, two of 
its finest. Equally, while this ‘Quill’ speaks of two of its finest, others have expressed like comments. 


Unlike teachers who have their famous rejuvenating and recuperating Summer Vacations, our hobby for its devoted 
and diligent advocates and workers has no build-in vacation times. Ask anyone who has been an editor for a monthly newsletter 
or the refreshment coordinator or the Webmaster or collects the dues and issues the new membership cards. 


‘Burnout’ does not come from simply of being tired, finished, and done; rather, it has its origin in the complete lack of 
gratitude. As the ancient Roman writer, Cicero once remarked, ‘Gratitude Is Not Only The Greatest Of Virtues, But The Parent 
Of All Others’. 


Continuing, for three decades my main theme in and with these ‘Mintmaster’s Quill’ has been the whole issue of 
gratitude, and its children: respect, recognition, and reward. Now, two of its finest have concluded ‘it is no longer fun’, even 
while each has honors covering walls and lining shelves. 


Concluding, the fault here is the lack of appreciation, and as one once remarked ‘God Gave You A Gift of 84,400 
Seconds Today, Have You Used One To Say ‘Thank You’? 


F inally, some might retort differently, and some might remark other factors caused this. Some might say I am writing 
melodramatic. Some could reply even ‘who cares’. Yet, the fault is before us: too much we have taken for granted, and too little 
we have given in gratitude. Now, two of its finest have stated ‘it's no longer fun’. Our hobby Shall Be Less. 


Ending, the solution rests with us: that ‘thank you’ is more than rushed words. It Is Necessary. 


Remember: Have Fun With Your Hobby! Always Serve Others! Enjoy Your Collecting! And, Create Hope and 
Do Good! AND SAY AND MEAN ‘Thank You’!

2010 Election 


These were dutifully elected, or reelected, Harry W. Davis, President, Irene Carrillo, First Vice-President, 
Jon-Maria Marish, Second Vice-President, Fred G. van den Haak, Secretary, and Michael S. Turrini, 
Treasurer. Ballots tabulated that about one third (1/3) of the eligible voting membership cast ballots. 
There was a question about the need for a ballot and mailed vote, and the response is that both our 
Association’s Bylaws and nearly five decades of practice required the procedure of a mailed vote. 


2010 Miller Medal 


As our President has reported in his ‘President’s Message’, the 2010 ‘Miller Medals’ were bestowed 
about Irene Carrillo and Harry W. Davis. The actual presentation is pending, and there is a protocol and 
ethical issue to be resolved, namely the President cannot present the award to himself! In prior 
presentations either the most senior recipient of the ‘Miller Medal’ present at the event or the primary 
nominator has done the honors. It is anticipated that the actual presentation could be done this December 
2010 during the Twenty-Fourth (24") Annual Joint Christmas Party of the Fairfield Coin Club and 
Vallejo Numismatic Society, at Anheuser-Busch Brewery, in Fairfield, California. An updated roster of 
the ‘Miller Award’ would be included with the January 2011 NCNA HEADS AND TALES. 


2011 Nor-Cal X Coin Show 


Has been scheduled and contracted for the last weekend in July 2011, on Saturday and Sunday, July 30 
and 31, 2010, at a new venue, Veterans Memorial Building, 420 Admiral Callaghan Lane, off either 
Redwood Street or Tennessee Street at Interstate 80, in Vallejo, California. This site was selected due 
to the opportunity to reserve a year in advance at a most favorable contracted rate giving full and 
exclusive use to and with the entire facility. The site is also only a half mile from the Vallejo Elks Lodge 
#559, which is being sold and demolished, and convenient to I-80, with ample parking. In addition, this 
site allows expansion which could not be done at the Vallejo Elks Lodge #559. 


This new venue does pose concerns: a new bourse layout needs to be designed and developed, an entry to 
the public established, and traffic flow coordinated through the entire Veterans Memorial Building; 
however, it allows room and areas for exhibits, meetings and gatherings, food service, a possible 
dinner/banquet, including a complete kitchen. Over the next several months, the Board of Directors shall 
be meeting regularly to resolve these issues and prepare for the 2011 Nor-Cal X Coin Show. 


At this point in time, Harry W. Davis is again the Bourse Coordinator, and Bourse Applications should be 
ready in December 2010.

Unfortunately, an earthquake leveled 
eighty percent (80%) of Santa Barbara the next day on June 25, 1925 and that neighbor was never seen 
again. But the Half Eagle was kept, and not being turned over to the Federal Government in 1933. It 
eventually was given to my father and then handed down to me (CHARLIE). That 1899S Half Eagle will 
one day belong to my son.”

Gold Coinage’: “a good rule of thumb it is a safe assumption that around half of the original mintage 
figure for a specific issue of proof gold is known. In other words, if the original mintage of an 1876 Gold 
Dollar is forty-five (45) coins, it is likely that twenty to twenty-five (20-25) are known today. Survival 
factors include that gold coins, including proofs were often sold during hard times, especially the larger 
denominations. Small coins ten to survive better, but the Eagle and Double Eagle were the most popular 
coins. Hoarding improved survival rates, but the Mint often melted down unsold Proofs.” If you learned: 
something from this short reference, the August 2010 RENO CARTWHEEL had an extended article 
about the Coins of Bulgaria!
